one’s culture and the idea of one- 
self as a strong and capable woman 
in a society which denies the possi- 
bility. Politics is the young girl 
who declines to play with Barbie 
“cuz Barbie don’t drive truck and I 
don't like pointy tits." 

Lee Maracle is a First Nations 
woman who is part-time Writcr-in- 
Rcsidcncc at the En'owkin Inter- 
national School of Writing for 
Native Peoples in British Colum- 
bia. She is one of an emerging gen- 
eration of First Nations word war- 
riors who have taken pen in hand to 
battle established stereotypes and 
to begin a process of cultural recla- 
mation. 



"In my memory, no two people ever told the 
same story in exactly the same way. The 
bearer, of the tale embellished the thread of 
the stôfy with their own fabric. It would be 
sad should this written version come to repre- 
sent the last word in the story; hence, I cau- 
tion you to read it and re-imagine it, tell it to 
yourself with your mind wide open and full of 
your own embellishments." 



The release of Sojourner’ sTruth 
follows ihc recent re-rclcasc of 
Maraclc’s autobiography, Bobbi 
Lee: Indian Rebel (with a new 
preface written at the Oka Peace 
Camp). 

Maracle has said that she quit 
European creative writing classes 
because, “I would have lost myself 
in the transliteration of our story 
into European story.” In this col- 
lection, she has managed to blend 
the traditional First Nations style of 
oral literature with the European 
words-on-paper style in a manner 
that is uniquely her own. 

In these stories there is no be- 
ginning, no climax, and no end; 
there is no conveniently presented 
‘moral of the story’. Maracle lays 
the story before the audience, spins 
a web of facts and imaginings, poses 
the questions. 

Edited by Beth Brant ( Mohawk 
Trails, A Gathering Of Spirit), this 
collection of stories is honest and 
painful. Issues in the everyday 
lives of First Nations people - ra- 
cism, alcoholism, poverty - arc pre- 
sented without the urge to make it 
nice or to blunt the edges for the 
reader. Shcoffcrsnodimcstorcso- 
lutions. 

From skid row polka partners to 
the homage of a poet by a killer 
whale (Hyak) these stories arc 
funny. “Hyak is still jabbering... 
his huge manhood waving at me. 
Hyùk likes my poetry, I say inno- 
cently to myself and wonder what 
that thing waving at me is.” The 
humour doesn’t blunt the edges; it 
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just makes them more surprising. 

In “Who’s Political Here?’’ 
Maracle challenges conventional 
views of political action with a story 
about a young wife whose ’politi- 
cally correct’ husband is jailed for 
postering. Shcdccidcs to leave him 
in jail rather than bailing him out 
with the money she needs to feed 
her children. 

As she rationalizes: “I do all the 
laundry, cook and clean after that 
man, type all his leaflets after 
midnight and mother his two chil- 
dren... Who is in prison here? My 
sentence is ‘until death do us part’; 
he’s going to be there overnight.” 

“Bertha” is the story of a woman 
whodicsofalcoholism while work- 
ing at a West Coast fish cannery 
under slave labour conditions. A 
later story hints that this story was 
originally rejected by a liberal white 
feminist press who found it too 
offensive - too honest? - to pub- 
lish. 

“Sojoumcr’sTruth” contains the 



reflections of a corpse on hypoc- 
risy. “Hell is seeing the lie in all of. 
your excuses.” A spirit, hounded 
by a mocking Jesus, is forced to 
confronthislifeofwifeabusc. This 
story collapses time and challenges 
Christianity as a vision created by . 
Man “to justify his selfishness and 
appease his conscience while out- 
raging human and natural life.” 

“'Hello Mom,’ Jesus purrs. 

‘“Jesus, how nice for our paths 
to cross.’ 

“I balk at the bizarre meeting 
between mother and son, two thou- 
sand years dead. In my mortal life 
the idea of Mary as Jesus’ mother 
ended with his birth.” . 

Sojourner's Truth is a collec- 
tion about a people whose contin- 
ued resistance is a triumph. For 
anyone interested in First Nations 
issues told from an insiders per- 
spective, or anyone 'interested in 
good storytelling, Sojourner’s 
Truth is well worth the read.

He 
rightly named “ignorance, greed, 
and stupidity” as co-factors in the 
vanishing of America. His docu- 
mentation presented a continent of 
immense natural richness that‘‘you 
will never sec and your children 
will never sec." 

Forcxamplc.ablackwalnuttrcc 
stood 210 feet in New York last 
century. Today the highest version 
is 98. Lank cited corduroy roads, 
covered bridges, disposable log 
rafts, and wooden fences as ex- 
amples of last century’s American 
excess. “The Canadian, like the 
beaver, can be called a woodchop- 
ping animal." 

Lank is particularly eloquent 



when he sings the praise of bird art 
He summons up Audubon, that 
famed bird artist, who fell a pas- 
sionate bond with the winged. 
Audubon saw a sky full of passen- . 
gcr pigeons and “they eclipsed the 
sun as though it were midnight.” . 

The passenger pigeon is now 
extinc t, and so is the labrador duck, 
the heath hen, and the prairie 
chicken. This is what Lank means 
when he describes his vanishing 
America. Each species pecked off 
the earth is a part of the continent 
slipping away. 

The numbers he presents arc 
staggering. For instance, Audubon 
(that crazy bird lover) and two other 
men shot 72 000 birds out of the 



sky in one day. B irds and trees were 
thought inexhaustable by the first 
scttlcrs-"and so was liberty," said 
Lank. 

They chopped and they shot and 
they chopped some more, until “in 
the blush of freedom, when all had 
gone to pot," we hit the late twenti- 
eth century.- j.r - ' ;V

Martin Loader (Keanu Reeves) 



is the newswriter at WXBU who 
befriends Pedro. It's an unusual 
friendship, as Pedro becomes more 
and more involved in Martin’s 
problems. 

You sec, Martin is in love, and 
Aunt Julia (Barbara Heishcy) isn’t 
reciprocating, after twenty wild 
years, Julia wants to finally do 
something responsible. And al- 
though they arcnotblood-rclativcs, 
that docs not, alas, involve falling 
in love with her nephew. 

But Pedro sees in the relation- 
ship material ripe for cannibaliza- 
tion. So he manipulates the two, 
taping their private conversations, 
and transcribing them for the soap 



opera. 

Pedro is an interesting charac- 
ter, played ably by Peter Falk. He is 
a writer willing to manipulate life 
in any way to achieve art, who 
dresses up as his characters in order 
to better understand them, and who 
has to hate someone. 

At this particular stage in his 
life, he hates Albanians. Can’ t stand 
them. And so he peppers his scripts 
with derogatory Albanian refer- 
ences, angering all manner of up- 
standing folk. 

It’s a good film, full of all sorts 
of fun. Peter Falk is outstanding, as 
arc some of the minor characters. I 
was less impressed with Hcrshcy

Coat hangers 
and beer cans, and the famous red 
Savarin coffee tin containing a 
painter’s brushes, remind us of the 
extent to which the material world 
has invested life, and art, with con- 
tinuity and structure. The objects 
which Johns describes in his graph- 
ics speak to us in the vernacular. 
They are the items of everyday. 

The innovation in his work arises 
from the varied modes of presenta- 
tion. These range from early ex- 
perimental lithography (a form 
which Johns was largely responsi- 
ble for reviving in 1960s America), 
to embossure, intaglio, collage, and 
painting. 

In his well-known scries of 
paintings of targets, Johns appro- 
priates a military and barroom de- 
sign in order to question the place in 
contemporary culture of a perva- 
sive symbol most often passed over 
as a mere use-object. Early explo-

A practical illustration of the 
matter is represented in the limited 
collaboration ofSamuelBcckctl and 
Johns in the production of a mutual 
work in book form. 

In a limited edition put out in the 
seventies, five of Beckett’s stories 
arc interspersed with a variety of 



black and white prints created by 
Johns independently of Beckett’s 
own work. The editors of the vol- 
ume obviously made certain choices 
when deciding the ordering of the 
illustrations and the stories; how- 
ever, these are never stated, nor are 
the relations between written text 
and picture of a one-to-one dimen- 
sion. 



The silence behind the composi- 
tion and editing of this work in- 
vokes the individuality of reader/ 
viewer response, thus involving him 
orherin the re-creation of meaning: 



cry, but something in this produc- 
tion stifled that response. The prob- 
lem lay in McFarthing’s inconsist- 
ent energy. 

Despite moments of powerful 
intensity, McFarthing failed to keep 
the show’s energy up at all times - 
a huge task no doubt, but a neces- 
sary one for this kind of production. 

She had her strong moments. 
McFarthing created a vivid memory 
of the RCMP officer who informs 
Marjorie of her husband’s death. 
The audience was mesmerized by 
her complete association with 
Marjorie’s pain. 

In another scene, McFarthing 
conjured up images of the mar- 
riage’s history while she meticu- 
lously applied her make-up in 
preparation for her date. The tug of 
emotions affected the audience as 
much as it affected Marjorie. 

But these moments were unfor- 
tunately loo few to maintain the 
attention of the audience, and Jewel 
degenerated, at times, into a dreary 
narration of a Western Canadian

The Sheltering Sky 
directed by Bernardo Bertolucci 
Warner Brothers, 1991 

When Bernardo Bertolucci’s 
Last Tango in Paris was released 
back in 1973, it was clear that only 
Bertolucci himself could one day 
improve on it. Now, after the Hol- 
lywood-fricndlydisappointmentof 
The Last Emperor, we have The 
Sheltering Sky, which for all intents 
and purposes is Tango revisited on 
a larger scale with a stronger im- 
pact. 

TheSheltering Sky is essentially 
an existential road movie, and the 
characters, appropriately enough, 
have difficulty keeping track of 
where the roads are. 

The story, exceptional in the 
richness of its content and, par- 
ticularly, in thecconomyofits style, 
takes its central couple to deserts 
and graveyards and abandoned 
buildings on what appears to both 
them and us to be an endless jour- 
ney with an unclear destination. 

Kit and Port Morseby (Debra 
Winger and John Malkovich) are 



American artists who have arrived 
in Morroco along with an irritating 
hanger on, Turner. Finding them- 
selves in this new environment, they 
proceed to try and ‘find themselves’. 
Knowing that settling down in one 
place would put him face to face 
with the breakdown of his relation- 
ship, the husband insists on travel- 
ling on, without pause. 

The story proceeds to occupy 
itself with the problems of avoiding 
love and resisting self-knowledge. 
The long stretches of the film 
without dialogue, filled with/ . 
Ryuichi Sakamoto’s .terrific 
soundtrack, speak to this challenge. 

Eventually the breakdown in the 
relationship turns physical, and af- 
ter Port dies of thyphoid fever, Kit 
goes on a new journey. She joins a 
group of desert nomads as its lead- 
er’s lover - and this time round, 
despite the language barrier, com- 
munication becomes possible. 

In line with contemporary liter- 
ary trends, the story is bracketed 
with the appearances of a Narrator 
(played by Paul Bowles, the writer 



of the book on which the film is 
based) who, à la Kundera or 
Calvino, observes the lovers and 
comments on their tale. 

The technical side of the film is 
virtually flawless. The performance 
of the leading trio is supported by 
the unbelievably good acting of 
Timothy Spall and Jill Bennet as a 
runaway child-murderer and his 
mother who bump into Malkovich 
and Winger at all the wrong times, 
giving them rides and borrowing 
and stealing their money. 



The photography is exception- 



ally good. After his work on 
Apocalypse Now, and now on The 
ShelteringSky.VitlorioStorarocan 
easily lay claim to first place in on- 
location cinematography. 

With Last Tango inParis and La 
Luna, Sheltering Sky seems to con- 
clude Bertolucci’s unofficial tril- 
ogy about lonely artists lost in for- 
eign lands. Inevery way, this latest 
episode is an improvement on the 
previous two, and it is once again 
clear that only Bertolucci can one 
day improve on what he has created
